STOCKS  OF  LEAF  TOBACCO  OWNED  BY  DEALERS  AKD  MA2JOTACTUHERS  l/ 
Over-All  Inventories  of  Leaf  Tobacco  Larger 

Inventories  of  leaf  tobacco  owned  by  dealers  and  manufacturers  in  the 
United  States  and  Puerto  Rico  totaled  *+,^93  million  pounds  (farra-sales-weight) 
as  of  April  1,  1953  ~  an  increase  of  2*+S  million  compared  with  a  year  ago. 
This  increase  mainly  reflects  larger  holdings  of  flue-cured  and  burley  tobaccos 
The  1952  tobacco  crop  was  in  stocks  by  April  1  with  the  exception  of  65  to  70 
million  pounds,  consisting  of  Maryland,  Puerto  Rican  and  6mall  quantities  of 
several  cigar  types. 

Stocks  as  of  April  1,  1953  included  around  558  million  pounds  (farm-sale 
weight)  of  tobacco  under  government  loans.  Thisc^aasisted  of  2^2  million  pounds 
of  flue-cured  tobacco;  203  million  poiinds  of  Bu.rley;  J. 8  million  of  Maryland; 

million  of  fire-cured;  3S.7  million  of  dark  air-cured;  and  12.0  million  of 
cigar-leaf. 

For  the  southern  types,  flue-cured  and  Burley  holdings  were  each  up  8 
percent  from  a  year  earlier,  while  stocks  of  Maryland  showed  an  11  percent 
increase.    Dark  air-cured  stocks  were  k  percent  larger  than  on  the  previous 
April  1  while  fire-cured  was  down  just  slightly.    For  the  cigar-leaf  category, 
stocks  of  the  filler— types  totaled  a.bout  the  same  as  a  year  ago,  but  holdings 
of  binder  and  shade-grown  wrapper  were  down  7  and  5  percent,  respectively.

Holdings  of  Foreign  Cigarette  Leaf  Dowg 

Flue-cured  tobacco  stocks  totaled  H,.j.l+3  million  pounds  as  of  April  1,  lc53, 
representing  an  increase  of  159  million  compared  with  holdings  a  year  ago. 
Flue-cured  stocks  were  at  the  highest  level  on  record  for  this  quarter, 

Burle;/  tobacco  stocks  also  showed  a  marked  increase,  totaling  ltU-46  million 
pounds  this  April  1  compared  with  1,3'^  million  a  year  earlier.    Marketing  of  the 
record  size  1952  crop  of  around  650  million  pounds  was  completed  during  the  first 
quarter. 

Maryland  leaf  inventories  were  up  5»7  million  pounds  compared  with  last 
April  1  and  were  at  the  highest  level  on  record  for  this  quarter „     Stocks  as  of 
April  1,  1953  totaled  57.2  million  pounds.     The  1952  crop,  estimated  at  39*5 
million  pounds,  will  "be  marketed  during  the  May-August  period  this  year. 

Foreign-grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco   (Turkish  and  other)  holdings

Fire-cured  tobacco  stocks  of  171.^  million  as  of  April  1,  1953  were 
slightly  lower  than  reported  on  hand  a  year  earlier.     The  decrease  was  accounted 
for  by  lower  stocks  of  Type  23.    Moldings  of  fire-cured  leaf  consisted  of  32.^ 
million  pounds  of  Virginia  fire-cured,  111.0  million  Eastern  District  Tennessee 
and.  Kentucky  fire— cured,  and.  2S.1  million  of  western  District  f ire-cured. 
Marketing  of  the  1952  crop  was  completed  during  the  first  quarter  and  sales 
totaled.  5^»3  million  pounds  or  slightly  less  than  for  the  previous  crop. 

Dark  air-cured  tobacco  stocks  totaled  90*2  million  pounds  this  April  1 
which  was  an  increase  of  3*^  million  over  the  previous  April  1  level.  Holdings 
of  Type  35  VJere  up  sharply  whereas  stocks  of  Type  36  and    Type  37  wore  down 
slightly  from  last  April  1.     Stocks  of  One  Sucker  tobacco  on  April  1,  1953  were 
53.8  million  pounds,    Green  River  32.7  million,  and  Virginia  sun-cured  3*7 
million.     Sales  of  the  1952  crop  which  "ere  completed  during  the  first  quarter 
totaled  33»5  million  pounds  compared  with  3l»2  million  for  the  1951  crop. 


CIGAR  IMF  STOCKS 


Stocks  of  Cigar-Leaf  Types  Lower 

Stocks  of  cigar— leaf  tobaccos  totaled  390.6  million  pounds  (farm-sales- 
weight)  as  of  April  1,  1953  compared  with  Uoi.S  million  a  year  ago.    Holdings  of 
foreign-grown  cigar-leaf  were  18,6  million  pounds  (unstemmed  equivalent)  compared 
with  IS. 9  million  last  April  1. 

Stocks  of  the  cigar-filler  types  of  220.0  million  pounds  were  slightly- 
greater  than  on  hand  a  year  ago.    Practically  all  of  the  new  crop  for  Type  hi 
was  in  stocks  by  April  1  this  year  whereas  only  about  60  percent  of  the  prior 
crop  was  in  the  hands  of  dealers  and  manufacturers  a  year  earlier,.  Therefore, 
relatively  speaking,, potential  stocks  of  the  cigar  filler  types  are  less  than 
a  year  ago.    Based  oncbanges  in  stocks,  about  the  same  proportion  of  the 
Type  kS  crop  had  been  received  this  April  1  as  the  previous  year.    Stocks  of 
Pennsylvania  Seedleaf  on  April  1,  1953  w©^e  1^3*  ^-  million  pounds,  Ohio  filler 
31.0  million,  and  Puerto  Rican  filler  1+5.9  million. 

Holdings  of  the  cigar-binder  types  by  dealers  and  manufacturers  were 
1^-6,7  million  pounds  on  April  1,  1953»  or  nearly  12  million  less  than  for  this 
date  last  year.     Stocks  of  Type  52,  Type  5^»  and  Type  55  each  showed  a  sizeable 
decrease  compared  with  the  previous  year.    Based  on  changes  in  stocks  compa.red 
with  previous  quarters,  part  of  the  1952  crop  of  Type  52  had  not  moved  into  stocks 
position.     Stocks  of  Connecticut  "Valley  Broadleaf  this  April  1  were  3^»6  million 
pounds,  Connecticut  Valley  Havana  Seed  27.9  million,  New  York  and  Pennsylvania 
Havana  Seed  2,3  million.,  Southern  Wisconsin  36.8  million,  and  Northern  Wisconsin  '■ 
^5.1  million. 

Shade-grown  stocks  were  reported  as  23.9  million  pounds  as  of  April  1,  1953* 
This  is  1,1  million  pounds  below  the  previous  April  1  level,  reflecting  lower 
stocks  of  Type  6l.     Stocks  of  Type  62  were  unchanged  compared  with  a  year  earlier. 
Holdings  of  Connecticut  Valley  shade  were  13»9  million  pounds  and  Georgia-i'lorida 
shade  10.0  million. 

Stocks  of  Cuban  leaf  of  16.3  million  pounds  April  1,  1953  were  down  about 
1.5  million  from  the  corresponding  date  a  year  earlier.    Conversely,  Philippine 
Islands  (Manila)  holdings  of  1,7  million  pounds  were  up  1.1  million  from  a  year 
ago,     Sumatra  and  Java  stocks  of  ,6  million  Bounds  were  about  same  as  for  last 
April  1.
